The Unemployment and Relief Problem 


When a writer able to produce unchallenged and apparently unchal- 
lengeable figures in support of a contention that governmental debts in Can- 
ada federal, provineial and municipal--have increased in the five-year 
period from 1930 to 1985 to an amount closely approximating the debt 
created for Canadians during the Great War and ensuing demobilization 
period, he is revealing a situation that is not only serious but startling, and 
a situation that warrants his comment that unemployment is the major 
problem facing the people of the Dominion to-day. 

For there is no gainsaying the fact that practically all indebtedness in- 
curred by governmental agencies during the last five or six years is the 


direct result of unemployment and the necessity for providing for the relief 


of those who were una to find work for themselves or, in the case of 
the farmers, who were unable to secure sufficient return from their labors 
to provide them with a living 

Yet this condition of affairs was demonstrated recently in a series of

Help from Canada in the production 
of armaments and war supplies is ur- 
gently needed by the British govern- 
ment. 

Premier Baldwin has made this 
clear to parliament, replying to a sug- 
gestion of Major Attlee, Labor opposi- 
tion leader, that to concentrate all the 
Empire’s defensive organizations in 
the British Isles, where it can be read- 
ily attacked by enemy air fleets from 
the continent, is strategically unwise. 
The premier admitted this contention, 
and added, “I hope very much in that 
in Canada steps maybe taken to 
bring this very desirable end to pass.” 

“No official knowledge” of British 
intent to place large munitions orders 
in Canada is revealed in Ottawa ac- 
cording to the highest authority, If, 
however, Premicr Baldwin implements 
the hopes he expressed in the British 
House recently for the placing of such 
orders in Canada the project will be 
facilitated in every way. For one 
thing, it would provide employment in 
many industries which have had a 
lack of it. 

The Canadian government would be 
prepared to place at the disposal of 
Great Britain al! the information it 
has concerning the capacity of the 
Canadian munitions industry, When 
such orders are placed, however, it 
would likely be through a_ British 
board operating in Canada and acting 
for the war office, Though it might be 
done directly the former course was 
followed in th» time of the war after 
the industry got going.

SINGLE SET OF SEINE 
NETS 11,000 SALMON 


Fishermen’s luck is notoriously un- 
certain but sometimes Fortune turns 
a smiling face, as, for instance, not 
long ago when a salmon seining boat 
on the west coast of Vancouver Island 
captured 11,000 Chum salmon in a 
single haul, or, as the seiners would 
put it, a single “set.” Eleven thousand 
salmon! Pretty good fishing. In 
weight, the catch must have run to 
something like 90,000 pounds since the 
average weight of the Chum salmon 
at maturity is about eight pounds. 
When the fish were processed at the 
cannery they would turn into approxi- 
matey 2,000 cases of canned salmon. 

The Chum, by the way, is only one 
of the five species of salmon taken in 
British Columbia’s great salmon fish- 
ery. Scientifically the fish is known as 
“Oncorhynchus keta.” It does not 
bring as big a price as some of the 
other species but that is due rather 
to the fact that its flesh is not quite 
as attractive in color as, for instance 
the Sockeye. In reality all of the five 
different kinds of Pacific salmon are 
similar in food value and are very 
nourishing as well as healthful, Can- 
ned Chums are excellent food and 
large quantities of them are exported 
from Canada every year to foreign 
markets.
